munist  Party  are  over,  and  the 
1,200  delegates  have  rushed 
back  to  the  far-flung  areas  of 
the  Soviet  sub-continent, 

Once  more  in  the  realities  of 
daily  life,  they’ll  begin  the  ar- 
duous task  of  implementing  Pre- 
mier Nikita  Khrushchev’s  ambi- 
tious dream  to  outclass  Ameri- 
ca’s production  and  living  stand- 
ard. 

The  Soviet  press  has  already 
reported  that  mass  meetings 
throughout  the  country  are 
pledging  to  fulfill  the  seven-year 
plan  ahead  of  schedule  and  raise 
gross  production  80  per  cent 
compared  to  1957. 

The  chances  of  reaching  the 
targets  are  good,  according  to 
Khrushchev,  given  the  annual : 
rate  of  growth  of  eight  per  cent 
compared  to  America’s  two  per 
cent. 

Present  Soviet  industrial  pro- 
duction is  about  half  that  of  the 
United  States,  while  agricultural 
output  is  one-quarter  lower  than 
America’s.  However,  Khrush- 
chev’s plan  envisages  surpassing 
the  United  States  per  capita  pro- 
duction within  15  years  to 
achieve  the  world’s  highest 
standard  of  living. 

He  was  confident  the  Russians 
could  catch  up  and  outstrip  the 
United  States.  And  the  housing 
program  provides  for  the  con- 
struction of  15  million  more 
apartments  to  solve  the  Soviet 
Union’s  worst  single  problem.
